the fear of death eosroe ous of his

They show 
want, bat not stervation, in the 
towne. Some towns suffer, more 
than othera, aod all are - feeling 
the pinch. In the conatry, how- 
ever, things are not nearly 20 bad, 
for the rural populatiod can sup- 
plement: their rations in many 
ways, There is shortage of many 
customary. things and abaence of 
some; anxious, worrying days, 
but agaic, I repeat, so far as the 
lettersshow, no general atarvation. 


Many of the writera openly long: 


for peace, bat, again, there is little 
in the letters to ouggest despair or 
consciousness of probable defeat. 
Late last. year, whan the Ger- 
ma Chuncellor saggeated peace 
ocgatiationa, the lettere were fall 
of expressions of. - rejincing. 
“Thank God, our illastrious Kai-
